, The test trial instituted 'by Mil- 
waukee saloon keepers to have sec- 
tiow-of-'the new prohibition-enforce- 
ment law declared invalid, wag. open 
ed here today before Judge r? Eay 
Stevens. The licensing features of 
the bill, and the sections requiring 
removal-or alteration of 'bars, are 
those attacked by the plaintiff. 


The alleged unreasonableness' of 


the licensing provisions, and uncon- 
stitutionally of the -bar removal 
sections were stressed by attorneys 
for the plaintiff, who argued that all 
soft "drinks, including butter-milk 
contained some degree of alcohol, 
and their salts would require a li- 
cense under the state law. 


J. E. Messerschmidt, assistant at- 


torney general 
representing the 
state, declared that the law specific- 
ally provided that a license was re- 
quired only when the liquor was 
drunk on the premises, and that 
such an application was not unrea- 
sonable. The provisions regulating 
bars, he asserted, was a right 
the 
state exercised through its licensing 
privilege.

The only way an effective dis- 


armament can be brought about- is 
for the business men .of theXJnite'd 
States and other-countries fo "get 
behind it," Chung-Shu Kwei, Chin- 
ese student, told members of the 
Roxana qlub, Tuesday night at its 
regrular meeting at the city Y. M. 
C. A. If the business interests of 
the country do not stand behind 
disarmament, there will be no dis- 
armament, he declared, for the di- 
plomats will sacrifice it to' their 
political ambitions. 


Mr. Kwei condemned the. mater-

"It is not merely to refrain fronr 


brcaking the law ourselves, but it is 
the duty of every citizen to repqrl 
to the enforcement officers the vio- 
Intions of law that come to their at' 
tent-Jon," the attorney general said 
"This is a principle of citizenship 
that is as old as America nnd older 


"Your sheriff and your district at- 


torney are the last ones to know 
about violation of law. Your boot- 
legger and your moonshiner will un- 
doubtedly take good care that the 
district attorney and the sheriff see 
nothing to arouse their suspicion. 


-"But no bootlegger can exist anc 


no moonshiner can exist without the 
knowledge of at least some of his 
fellow citizens and-if those citizens 
do their duty arid-report to. the prop- 
er enforcement officers-..every-viola- 
tion of the law that comes to their 
attention, it will not take long to 
clean up all tho bootleggers and al! 
the moonshiners and-to put an enc 
to. the violations of the prohibition 
[aw. 


'We cannot expect to rear a gen- 


eration of children in an atmosphere 
3f contempt for law and order anc 
aope that such children will be good 
citizens in the future,". Mr. Morgan 
said. 


Whether there should be prohibi- 


:ion is not a question of law, 
the 


audience was told. "That is a mat- 
ter of philosophy," the attorney gen- 
eral declared. "It is all right for 
men and women to argue about it 
and advance their views.

Although by no means "the sing- 


er of a single song,". Godard 
is 


known in this country principally 
because of one small but delightful 
composition, his Bereeu'se from the 
opera, "Josedyn." Written original- 
ly aa a songr with text, it has be- 
come1 through its frequent ' use as 
an instrumental selection, especial- 
ly as a viotin solo with piano ac- 
companiment, a true song-withoiit- 
words into which each listener may 
reaa his own moaning1.. 


Godard was one of a group of 


talented French composers who at- 
tracted tho attention of the musical 
\vor!d_ to France in the latter quar- 
ter of the preceding century. 
He 


was an uncommonly fertile compos- 
er and probably produced too rapid- 
ly for his own good. Most of- his 
work is falling into oblivion because 
it lacks tlie careful devoted atten- 
tion and depth of expression which 
usually marks the enduring products 
of the greatest artists. 
He is re- 


membered in America through sev- 
eral 
piano 
pieces, notably 
his 


•\vnltzes, 
mazurkas, characteristic 


pieces such as Au Matin (At Morn), 
as well as a few numbers- for his 
o^vn instrument, tho violin. .Some 
critics give high praiso to his iopera 
Danta and even rank it with Gou- 
nod's Faust and Bizet's Carmen. His 
Gothic Symphony, in the 
ancient 


style, still appears on Paris pro- 
grams, 


This Berceuse (tho French term 


for cradle-song or lullaby) was not 
included in the original score of tho 
opera, Jocelyn. The number which 
Godard had written was not accept- 
able to the tenor who was to sing it, 
Victor Capoul, who was also " the 
author of the text of tho opera. He 
requested Godard to write something 
that would be more appealing anj 


the composer produced in.a moment 
of inspiration this lovely composi- 
tion. It is the only portion of the 
opera which has survived. 


This Berceuse is much moro de- 


veloped in style and. variety of form 
than the usual simple lullaby. 
It 


has three maini parts: (1) the in- 
strumental introduction which in the 
song arrangement is played by the 
violin but which -as a violin solo, is 
assigned to the piano: (2) the mus- 
ing recitative, or 
half-declaimed, 


half-sung portion, which 
leads 
to 


the third part or main theme— (3) 
a sweet somewhat sentimental but 
charming melody. These three sec- 
tions present pleasing contrasts in 
style:—the first with its strong sug- 
gestion of the violin through the ev- 
ident uso of the interval of the per- 
fect fifth, produced by. 
using the 


open strings E and A; the second 
with its broken short phrases sug- 
gesting the tender soothing admon- 
ition of the 
singer, to some one 


whom he wishes to lull to sleep; the 
third with its long sustained tones 
•sweeping melody, alternating with 
pleasing effect between solo and ac- 
companiment, 
suggesting 
tender 


loving care and watchfulness. The 
attentive listener will find pleasure 
in discovering the relations 
be- 


tween the different parts, especially 
the repetition 
in one part of a 


theme from another part. So ex- 
cellently in this composition adapt- 
ed to displaying the full tone beauty 
n1' the violin and so moderate are its 
technical demands that 
even tlie 


amateur can give much pleasure in 
performing it.

with the bureau of 
public roads 


federal department of agriculture 
Washington. 


Professor McKay has bean asso 
dated with the federal authorities 
on road construction during several 
summers and has now developed a 
relatively new plan of financing road 
construction. 


While being primarily concerned 


with research, he has had charge of 
discussions relative to safety, traffic 
regulations, cost 
accounting, rela- 


tion of the highway to other forms 
of transportation, and of the vehicle 
to the road. He has outlined con- 
structive' plans for 
research into 


finance, valuation, 
transportation, 


administration, 
maintenance, 
and 


legislation. 
Topics studied are to 


be incorporated into college courses 
in highway and highway transport 
economics. 


In co-operation 
with 
the Con- 


necticut state highway department, 
he has this summer been starting a 
survey of highway 
traffic in that 


state to obtain data concerning users 
of highway, wheel weight of traffic, 
character of produce moved, mile- 
age and other factors to determine 
road width and construction policies. 
He is directing a similar survey in 
Kentucky and is planning one on the 
sand-clay roads in the south.. Last 
summer he carried 
on similar in- 


vestigations on the wast coast.

Where the People's Money Goes 


Senator La Follette Shows How 93 Cents Out of Every Dollar Eaised by Taxa- 


tion Goes for Purposes Growing Out of Past or Wars of Future. 


Editorial by Robert M. La Follette in the September La Toilette's Magazine 


F 


OR the fiscal year of 1920, the total 
appropriations to maintain our fed- 
eral government were FIVE BIL- 


LION, SIX HUNDRED AND EIGHTY- 
SIX MILLION, FIVE THOUSAND, 
SEVEN HUNDRED AND SIX DOL- 
LARS ($5,686,005,706). 


'Every dollar of money expended each 


year to maintain the Government is pro- 
vided by taxing the people. 
The tax 


falls upon each individual, no one is per- 
nitted to escape. 


'As taxpayers it is fair to assume that 


you will be interested to know for what 
purpose.this vast sum was appropriated 
in 1920. 


The diagram presented herewith was 


prepared by the Bureau of Standards 
from an exhaustive study on government 
expenditures by the late Doctor Rosa of 
that Bureau. 


This diagram gives you a graphic but 


strictly accurate picture of the cost which 
war imposes upon a people, as compared 
v.ith all of the other costs of maintaining 
government. 


Out of the total appropriation for 1920, 


amounting to $5,636,005,706, the solid 
black area in the diagram, which is ex- 
actly 92.83 per cent of the total, repre- 
sents the amount appropriated to meet 
the requirements of 1920 resulting from 
PAST wars, such as pensions, interest on 
war debt, etc., aggregating $3,855,482,- 
086, PLUS the amount .appropriated for 
1920 in preparation for FUTURE wars, 
that is for military and naval purposes, 
aggregating $1,424,138,677, or a total for 
wars PAST and FUTURE of $5,279,621,- 
263. 


Against this staggering war-burden, 


you will observe that the total appropria- 
tions for maintaining and administering 
ALL of the CIVIL affairs of government, 
in 1920, only amounted to $406,384,443. 
This is exactly 7.17 per cent of the total 
appropriations for that year, and is rep- 
resented in the. diagram by that portion 
which is NOTnn solid black. 


Ignoring fractions, out of the total ap- 


propriations for 1920, NINETY-THREE. 
PER CENT was appropriated for WAR 
PURPOSES and SEVEN per cent for all 
other purpose?. The seven per cent was 
divided as follows: THREE PER CENT 
was appropriated to pay the expenses of 
the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Departments of Government; THREE 
PER CENT to pay the expenses of con- 
ducting all public works such as rivers 
and harbors, public buildings', etc.; and 
ONE PER CENT to pay for RESEARCH, 
PUBLIC HEALTH, and EDUCATION. 


There you have it! You can now see 


where your money goes and why govern- 
ment costs so much. Whenever you con- 
tribute a dollar to support your govern- 
ment at Washington, just remember that, 
upon the basis of the appropriations of 
1920, 93 cents of that dollar is chargeable 
to war and 7 cents is chargeable to the 
costs of administering all of the civil af- 
fairs of that government. 


War is very expensive business. 
Measured by the appropriations of 


1920, it coses $3,855,482,586, or 67 cents 
out of every dollar appropriated to pay 
the expenses of the wars in which we 
HAVE ENGAGED. 


Preparation for FUTURE WAR is like- 


wise very expensive business, for by the 
same measure, $1,424,138,677, or 26 cents 
out of every dollar was appropriated to 
pay for the "NEXT WAR." 


We cannot escape payment for the past 


wars in which we have taken part. That 
obligation is fixed and we must meet it. 


But we can reduce, and to a large ex- 


tent eliminate war expenditures in the 
future. 


We can cut war expenditures enormous- 


ly by reducing military and naval appro- 
priations to a strictly DEFENSIVE 
BASIS. 


' 
1. DISTANCE IS OUR FIRST AND 


ABSOLUTE DEFENSE. 


Geographically we occupy the one 


strategic position in all the world for 
maintaining an assured and lasting peace 
v/ith the great powers across the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 


Here in this favored spot ^ve can live at 


peace with all the world, until the clock 
of the centuries stops for all time,- if we 
can but restrain the imperialistic greed of 
1 he organized capital of our own country. 
Excepting it be to satisfy the lust of Big 
Business for more money more power, 
more power more money, through an ever 
encroaching supremacy in the tra'de of the 
world, we can have no war with any for- 
eign nation. 


No nation on earth can attack us. 
Protected 'on the east by more than 


three thousand miles of water and on the 
west, from the only nation that could as- 
sail us, by more than ten thousand miles 
of open sea, we are secure against attack 
by any power or combination of the great 
naval powers of the world. 


Upon the highest Naval authority, that 


situation in itself would render our posi- 
tion one of absolute security even before 
the advent of the submarine. 


Admiral Sims commanded all of the 


American fleet in European waters during 
the late war. 
He stated in the recent 


hearings before the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs that: 


'•'Distance is'such an obstacle in 


warfare that Great Britain, with all 
her force, could not attack this coast 
here without a base '$n this side to 
operate from." 
For the same reason distance precludes 


her establishing a base on this side with- 
out our consent. 


What is true of Great Britain is doubly 


true of Japan with more than double the 
distance to her disadvantage. 


2. SUBMARINE AND AEROPLANE 


OUR SECOND COMPLETE DEFENSE. 


But even if we gave them a base on this 


side, American submarines built at a very 
limited cost would compel their great 
navy to remain within the shelter of their 
naval base. 


Sir Percy Scott, British admiral, ad- 


mittedly the "best naval brain" in Great 
Britain, declared before -the European 
War began that there was no further use 
for great navies: He said: 


"Now that submarines have come 


in, battleships are of no use either for 
defensive or offensive purposes, and 
consequently building any more in 
1914 will be a misuse of 'money sub- 
scribed by citizens for the defense of 
the empire." 
The war with Germany' confirmed this 


judgment. 


Investigation since the war by Captain 


Hart of the American army establishes 
the fact that GERMANY DID NOT 
HAVE MORE THAN 30 SUBMARINES 
MANNED BY 1500 MEN, AT SEA AT 
ANY ONE TIME. As Captain Hart says 
in his report: 


"Opposed to this small force (SO sub- 


marines manned by 1500 men) were more 
than 1,000,000-vof the allied naval force 
together with the fleets of .the Allied na- 
tions including between 4,000 and 5,000 
small craft whose activities were of the 
highest importance.
